The Late Mr. BH. A. L. Dundas, 
(From Wednesday's Daily.) 

A traly paintul impression was created 
by the receipt from Winnipeg this morn- 
ing of the news that Mr. H. A. L. Dun- 
das, clerk of the Supreme Cuurt at Cal- 
gary, had died laat evening. A thorough 
q@entleman in every respect, he was gener- 
ally popular and much respected in Cal- 
gary His personal frends held for him 
an affevtion of no ordinary kind, Mr, 
Dundas had for some months been suffer- 
ing frow a dangerous type of heart disease 
and this spring was bot the shadow of his 
formér self. A fortnight or so ago on 
medical advice Vr. Dundas left Calgary 
intending to take atrip to his home in 
Ireland. His father is a clergyman in the 
Diocese of Meath. When hereached Win- 
nipeg be was unable to proceed und last 
evening Rev. A. W. F. Cooper, Rector of 
the Cathedral Church of the Redeemer, 
received n telegram from Rev. A. H, 
Fudor, Rector of All Saints, Winnipeg, 
Dundas’ death. The 
body will arrive here on the morning of 
the 24th and on arrival will at once be 
taken tothe Cathedral. At nine o'clock 
the funeral service will beheld and the 
body removed to Fish Creek cemetery 
qbere it will be interred alongside the 
grave of Mre, Dundas, Mr. Dundas 
being © member of the Masonic order, 
the members of Bow River lodge will ae- 
cord the remains masonic burial. 

Mr. Heory A. L. Dandas was in ii- 400i 

year when he died. Ho was a mative of Ire- 
land, but his parents orivinally came from 
the Orkney Islands, he was educated at 
the University of Triaity College Dublin. 
After completing hin education he went to 
London, where he was engaged for eight 
years in the Uorm Exchange. Coming to 
Canada in 1879 he settled on land at Rapid 
Catv Manitoba, where he remained about 
two years but in 1881 he sold out at Rapid 
City and moved to Winnipeg. He speca- 
lated Curing the boom and made consider- 
able money, During his stay in Winni- 
peg he was part of the tine in the registry 
oftice under the late Col. Kennedy of "Nite 
expedition” fame, Im July 1883 he was 
appointed accountant in the equity di- 
vision of the Court of Queen's Bench, 
ander Chief Justice Waibridge, Winui- 
peg. That position he held for nearly 
three years, during which time in 1884 he 
married Miss Powell, ot St. Catharines, 
Ont.. a niece of the late attorney general 
Miller of Manitoba. He camo to Calgary 
in Jnty 1886 Mra. Dundas died bere in 
December of the same year and was buried 
at Fish Creek cemetery. Shortly after 
Mr. Dandas’ arrival, he toook a position 
sn the Dominion Dand Office, where be re- 
mained uatil be received the appointment 
of clerk of the Supreme Court of the N. 
W.. Territories at Calgary in April 1887, 
which latter honorable position he con- 
tinued to hold to the day of his death,

A beautiful cross of pure white 
natural flowers lay on the breast, 
while the lid of the coffin bore numerous 
beautiful fioral offerings, Among the 
donors were the Winnipeg Cricket Club 
andthe Calgary St, George's Society. 
Atnine o'clock the first part of the 
funeral service was held in the Cathedral, 
Rey, A. W. F. Cooper, the rector, assist 
ed by Kev. H. PB. Collier, officiating. 
During the service the beautiful church 
hymn “A few more years shall roll” was 
sung.
